Waabington, Jan. It.— Senator Ba- 
con latrodaced the following resolu- 
tion in the senate Tuesday: 

"Reeolved, By the senate, that the 
preeldent be respectfully Informed that 
the senate favor and advise the nego- 
tiation with a view to its ratification 
of a treatjr witli th» r^ubUo of Co- 
lombia to the end that there may be 
peacefully and satisfactorily determin- 
ed and adjusted all differences be- 
twee the United States and the repub- 
lic of Colombia growing out of the re- 
cent reyolatkm in Panama and the 
eeniequent%ecesaion of Panama from 
Colombia and the alleged aid and as- 
sistance by the land and naval power 
of the United States in the successful 
acconiplishriient of said revolution and 
secesaion, through the alleged forcible 
prerentkA by said land or naval forces 
of the assertion and maintenance by 
Colombia of her sovereignty and au- 
thority In Panama and that full and 
complete compensation may be made 
by the United States to the republic of 
Ck>lombIa for the loea of ber sover- 
eignty and property rights in ftmama, 
90 far as the same may be sbown to 
be due to any act (rf the United States 
through the land or naral ftweea of 
the same. 

"Resolved, Further, That the preel- 
dent be reapectfullji^ Informed that if 
it should prove to be impracticable for 
the United States and the republic of 
Colombia to agree through a conven- 
tion upon the question of the said al- 
leged responsibility on the part of the 
United States or upon the question of 
tlie amount of compensation to be 
-mAde when each responsibility shall 
be establlAed, the senate, in that case, 
faror and advise the negotiation with 
a view to its ratification of a treaty 
with the republic of Colombia, submit- 
ting to the permanent court of arbi- 
trli^on at The Hague or to some other 
tribunal to be agreed upon for ImpaT' 
tial arbitrament an# peaceful deter- 
mination, all questions between the 
United States and the ropublic of Co- 
lombia growing out of the matters 
liereln recited." 

The resolution was met promptly by 
s notion on the part of Mr. Lodge to 
table it. This motion aroused the feel- 
ing of senators on the democratic side, 
■who ('oiistrued the motion as intended 
to cut off debate, and said they would 
debate the Panama question on some 
otker resolution if not on this. Finally 
Mr. Lodge consented to withhold his 
motion. Republican senators in their 
speeches referred to the resolution as 
a confession of wrong on the part of 
the United States and expressed the 
opinion that any agitation of the ques- 
tion at this time would give undue en- 
couragement to the people of Oolom- 
bia and misrepresent the attitude of 
this country. Mr. Bacon disavowed 
any such intention and said that he ac- 
cepted the revolution as an accom- 
l^liahed fkct 

Other republican senators indicated 
an unwillingnees to accept any meas- 
ure looking to an Interference with 
executive negotiations, while the dem- 
ocratic senators also intimated ObJeO- 
tlons on other grounds.

ing that the mandate of the coiirt of 
appeals shall not issue till 30 days 
hate SKpired attar the opinion is deliv- 
ered; to amend the election law by 
allowing mileage to one Judge of each 
precinct for bringing returns to county 
seat; to protect owners and keepers 
of horses, buggies and other vehicles 
from fraudulent hirers thereof; to abol- 
ish office of county assessor and 
boards of supervisors and providing 
for county boards of valuation aad as- 
sessment composed of three to do all 
assessing and equalizing: to create the 
county of Beckham out of parts of Car- 
ter, Lewis and Elliott counties. 

House— The following bills were in- 
troduced:' To prohibit colored and 
white children from attending the 
same schools; to prohibit the Issuance 
of any temporary restraining order; to 
allow husband or wife in murder cases 
to testify as to dying declaration of 
the other; to provide ,that a witneaa 
may be impeached by a defendant by 
proof that he previously made state- 
ments contradictory to his testimony; 
that persons convicted of setting up or 
running slot machines shall be fiued 
not less than |50 nor more than fSOQ* 
and Imprisoned not less than one 
month nor more than 12 months. Fines 
are also provided in cases of persons 
having slot machines on their prem- 
ises; providing that no action to col- 
lect an insurance policy shall be insti- 
tuted within five years after the cause 
of action occurs; to prohibit railroads 
using one coach, with a partition, for 
white and colored passengers.

William J. ■ Bryan Appeared 
After Meeting Was Over. 

Waahington, Jan. 18.— ^e demo- 
cratic national committee Tuesday fur- 
nished a surprise, selecting St. Ix)ula 
as the place for holding the national 
convention of l'J04. The date fl.xed for 
the convention was Wednesday, July 
6, at 11 o'clock. Previous to the meet- 
ing of the committee it seemed a fore- 
gone conclusion that Chicago would 
be selected aa the place of meeting, 
but political exigencies entered Into 
tho situation and a majority of the 
committee voted for St. Louis. For 
some hours previous to the meeting of 
the committee there waa talk in the 
corridors and among democratic lead- 
ers that the convention in Chicago 
might be subject to the influence of a 
strong movement and a strong newspa- 
per influence in favor of some partic- 
ular candidate. Mr. Knapp. of the St. 
IjOuIs Republic, hinted at this in his 
speech by saying that the convention, 
if held at St. Ix>uls, would be welcom- 
ed by an absolutely fair press. 

The committee nuM ting covered con- 
siderable discussion of politics and the 
claims of various candidates were ad- 
vocated by their partisans, but noth- 
ing like favoring any candidate ap- 
peared in the commlttoo iirocotvlings. 

Just before tho committee adjourn- 
f^d W. J. Bryan, who arrived In Wash- 
ington at 11 o'clock Tuesday morning, 
entered the committee room. After 
the adjournment hd held an informal 
reception, being personally greeted by 
ninnv members of tho committee. 

There were two roll calls to select 
the city. On the first St. Louis re- 
ceived 23 votes, Chicago 20 and New 
York t. On the second ballot St. Louis 
received 28 and Chicago 21. The date 
was fixed as July (J on motion of Col. 
J. M. Guffey. of Pittsluirj;. J. G. John- 
son, of Kansas, suggested Juno 7. The 
June date was declared to be too early 
and likely to interfere- with primary 
elections. 

Chairman Jones appointed J. T. Mc- 
Oraw, of West Virginia; J, I.. Ellston, 
of Virginia: W. B. Bourlcy. of' New 
Jersey; J. M. Guffey, of Pennsylvania, 
and Norman E. Mack, of New York, as 
the committee to consider the disputed 
committee membership from the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. To this committee 
was also referred the request of the 
democrntic contra! committee from 
Hawaii, asking that a Mr. Wood he 
made the member from Hawaii and 
also a request from the dmiocratlc 
central committee of Porto Rico, re- 
questing permission to send six dele- 
gates to the national ( on vention. 

A resolution commending the St. 
I>ouls exposition and the proposed ex- 
position at Portland, Ore., to com- 
memorate the Lewis and Clarke expo- 
sition to the Pacific coast, was agree<l 
to. Tho committee adjourned at 5:16 
to meet at the call of the chair.

The 
result will be formally announced at a 
joint session at noon Wednesday, a 
joint ballot being unnecessary by rea- 
son of Senator Hanna having S clear 
majority in each branch. 

Senator Hann*'B re-election is in 
striking contrast to his election six 
years ago when, after a most exciting 
pdlitical contest, he se(\ired only the 
requisite number of votes to elect, 73 
on joint ballot, the senate on its sepa- 
rate ballot having given a majority of 
one vote to Robert L. McKlsson, of 
Cleveland. Tuesday Senator Hanna 
was re-elected by the largest majority 
ever given to a candidate for United 
States senator from Ohio. The house 
cast 86 votes for Mr. Hanna, two re- 
publican members being absent and 
21 votes fbr John H. Clarke, of Cleve- 
land, the democratic candidate, one 
democratic member being absent. The 
senate cast 29 vot<>7< for Mr. Hanna 
and four for Mr. Clarke. The repub- 
lican majority on joint ballot is 91.

CHINESE-AMERICAN TREATY. 



The Emperor Haa Affixed His Seal to 
the Document. 

Washington, Jan. IS. — Sir Chentung 
I.iang Cheng, the Chinese minister 
here, called upon Acting Secretary of 
State I»oml3 Tuesday afternoon and 
.informed him that he had received a 
cable dispatch from Peking stating 
that the emperor had fixed his seal to 
the Chinese-American treaty and fur- 
ther that he had acceded to tl.e re- 
quest of the American government, 
through Minister Conger, for the im- 
mediate exchange of rgtlflcations. 
Therefore, without awaiting the arri- 
val in Washington of the copy of the 
treaty from I'ekintr. tlie minister ;uiil 
Secretary Hay will, wiiliiii a day <ir 
two. sign a protocol e(iuivaient to the 
exchange of ratifications and the presi- 
dent's proclamation being issued the 
convention will go into effe^ immedi- 
ately. The minister's advices induced 
the state department to e laiige tho 
plan it had formed earlier in tlie day 
to await the arrival of the mail copy 
ot the treaty.

A Scouting Party ef United SUtea Me*

Colon, Jan. 13. — United States naval 
authorities here appear to be convinc- 
ed from the tenor of the reports which 
are continually brought in that Colom- 
bia Is determined to send an army to 
attack Panama. 

The Panamanian authorities Monday 
received official confirmation of the 
fact that the Colombian troops at Tl- 
tumatl iiuruber at least 4,000 men. un- 
der the command of Gens. Ortiz. Urlbe- 
Uribe, BttStameate and Novo. These 
troopa are well armed and supplied 
with ammnnltlon and have ftmr guns, 
three Steam launches and a large sup- 
Illy of cattle. The district is an unpro- 
tluctive ()»«> and the provisions and 
other supplies which the troops pos- 
sess have been brought to them from 
other places. The government learned 
these fects from a reliable informant 
at Titumnti. who rontriveil to send 
news of events from that distance to 
Colon liy means of signals and trust- 
worthy messengers. 

Newa has also been received that 
the Indian chief, Inanaquina, returned 
Monday to Cartagena to Interview the 
Colombian officers rc^ganlim; a reipiest 
made by them for three liumired In- 
dian cay uocos (small boats* to be used 
by the army at Titumati in crossing 
rivers. 

CoL VUlamil, who la now stationed 

at Rio Mandinga, at the mouth of the 

San Bias bay. in coniniainl of a hun- 
dred I'anamanian soldiers, in a report 
sent Monday, said he had no need of 
more troops. The c<rionel said he had 
already sent ont seonts aa Car aa Con- 
ception te the east and Colebra to the 
west who have confirmed the belief 
that the nioimtaiii trails are so diffi- 
cult U would l)e an easy matter for the 
(olotiei s ( ommand to stop an army at- 
tempting to paas over them.

POWDER MILL EXPLOSION. 

Two Men Killed and the Plant Par- 
tially Destroyed. 

Peoria. 111., Jan. 13.— A terrific ex- 
plosion Tuesday noon at the Huckeye 
powder mills. 15 miles west of this 
city, resulted in tlie death of two em- 
ployes and the partial destruction of 
the plant. Twenty thousand pounds 
of blasting powdor blew up and the 
noise of tlie explosion was plainly 
lieaiit in tiis city. William .Iiistice 
and l.e^inard .^lialler, the twoemidoyes 
killed, were blown HOo fis t in tlie air 
and a distance of 400 yards from the 
scene. The mill Is a new one opened 
last October and employes 100 men.
